I Beg  to  submit  ny  re^^ort  for  tlie  3^ear  ended  31st  December, I966 

The  number  of  coasti/ise  ships  using  the  Port  during  the  year 
has  increased  by  llif  v;hilst  the  tonnage  has  increc.sed  to  17b, 000  tons. 
The  Increase  is  due  to  the  extension  of  the  wharf  at  Walpole  to 
accoamicdate  more  tajilccrs.  Coal  imports  have  no  virtually  cee.sed. 

There  has  been  1 -less  ship  from  foreign  ports  visiting  the 
Pox't  as  compared  w..th  the  previous  year,  and  the  tonnage  has 
decreased  by  bOO  tons. 

The  inspections  carried  out  have  not  reveabed  any  serious 
defects,  whilst  no  rats  were  found  on  any  vessel.
